night in jail 

Lopez's dramatic surren¬ 


der to national guard troops 
at a protest rally Tuesday was 
tlie culminatian of two weeks 
of tension-filled protests in 
the oil-rich country against 
the leftist government of 
President Nicolas Maduro 

A 21-year-old woman 
died Wednesday after suffer¬ 
ing a gunshot wound to the 
head in a protest march Tues¬ 
day in the northern city of 
Vsiencia, a hospital source 
told AFP. 

Genesis Carmona's death 
raised to four the number of 
people killed since last week. 

Madura, successor of the 
late Hugo Chavez, is under 
fire over what protesters say is 
rampant icnme, runaway infla¬ 
tion, high unemployment and 
other economic problems. 

After three people were 
killed m street clashes Febru¬ 
ary 12, Maduro ordered 
Lopez's arrest, blaming him 
for the violence.

Obama condems violence 
in Ukraine and warns of 
consequences 


TDLUCA (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Dbama called on 
Ukraine's government on 
Wednesday to avoid resort¬ 
ing to violence to deal with 
peaceful protesters, warning 
of 'consequences if people 
step over the line ' 

Obama made his remarks 
during a visit to Mesico as 
the European Umon sched¬ 
uled urgent talks to mull 
sanctions in tlie wake of 
clashes between police and 
anti -gov emm entprotestersin 
Kiev that left at least 26 peo¬ 
ple dead. 

Th e Whi te H ous e al so 
warned that it was consider¬ 
ing possible sanctions against 
Uiose behind the unrest. 

'We hold the Ukrainian 
government primanly 
sponsible for making

sure

that it is dealing with peace¬ 
ful protesters in an appropri¬ 
ate way, that the Ukrainian 
people are able to assemble 
and speak fireely about their 
interests without fear of re¬ 
pression," Obama said. 

"I want to be very clear as 
we work through these next 
several days in Ukraine that 
we're going to be watching 
closely and we expect the 
Ukrainian government to 
show restraint, to not resort 
to violence in dealing witli 
peaceful protesters,' he said 
alongside Mexican President 
Enrique Pena Nieto. 

While the demonstrators 
were lacked in a tense stand¬ 
off with riot police across 
burni ng b airi c ades □ n 
Wednesday, Obama said the 
United States also expected 
protesters to remain peaceftil.

"Westin labor dispute is setting a new 

precedent"

ORANJESTAD — In No¬ 
vember of last year, it was 
confirmed that a specially 
formed subsidiary of the Riu 
Palace mtematianal orgamza- 
lion, Infinity View; was pur¬ 
chasing the conlrollmg shares 
of Aruba Hotel Enterprises,, 
operators of what is now tlie 
Westin Resort Ainba from tlie 
Wells Fargo Bank, winch 
owns the building and all 
contained therein. Tlie hotel 
first opened its doors m 1977 
as a Concorde, and has oper¬ 
ated under a number of inter- 
nation ally known hospitality 
brands since then, including 
Wyndham and Hilton flags. 

On January 9th, the new 
operators announced their in¬ 
tention to close the resort for 
a year of renovations and im¬ 
provements, at which time it 
will re-open, most likely 
under the Riu flag, though 
the latter is not fully con¬ 
firmed at present. The date 
for closure has been set for 
Februaiy 27. The new own¬ 
ers also expressed through 
their Aruban lawyer tliat they 


intended to layoff 
the entire staff of 
tlie resort, and hire 
anew pnor to re¬ 
opening. 

This has cre¬ 
ated q^uite a stir in 
the labor market 
and among officials 
involved as well as 
the 3SD+ perma¬ 
nent employees, 
who believed that 
labor laws passed 
last year guaran¬ 
teed their jobs. In 
an attempt to clarify the situ¬ 
ation for the public and par¬ 
ties mvolved, Anib a's official 
Labor Mediator, Anselmo 
Pontilius kindly agreed to 
speak with THE MORNING 
NEWS 

Mr. Pontilius comes to the 
situation with qiute some ex- 
penence, as he was President 
of the Federacion di Tra- 
h ado man di Aruba (FTA) the 
island's largest workers' 
union, for several years. He 
was personally involved in 
negotiations and settlements 
of this exact situation in the 
past, when the Radisson took 
over from Golden Tulip. The 
Amencana when tlirough ex¬ 
tensive renovations before re¬ 
opening as an Occidental, as 
well as a change over at 
Aruba Hotel Enterprises 
when Concorde closed it 
doors. Uniformly, negotia¬ 
tions resulted in an agree¬ 
ment, with all staff 
maintaining their positions 
and receiving their salaries 
dunng tlie time of construc¬ 
tion. Many actually joined 
the work force doing the ren¬ 


ovations. 

Immediately upon tlie In¬ 
finity View announcement 
the government labor media¬ 
tor was approached by union 
representatives of the em¬ 
ployees. 'Tlie lawyer for the 
buyers explained to tlie staff 
that tliey would offer them a 
teniiiiiation agreement" re¬ 
counted Mr. Pontilius, "What 
particularly disturbed the 
workers' union, was they 
were very firm when an¬ 
nouncing the offer that if a 
worker would not accept tlie 
agreement, tliey were pre¬ 
pared to go to court and re¬ 
quest the judge to temiiiiate." 

"Tliat does not mean that 
legally, it can or will be termi¬ 
nated," he continued. "My 
opimoii 13 we haven't seen tliat 
in tlie last 25 years Not as a 
rule will the judge, in court, 
rule against the employee 
being eligible for temimation 
because of renovation. We 
haven't seen tliat." 

"I explained to the union 
that in my personal experi¬ 
ence, we did negotiate in all 
renovations and similar situa¬ 
tions that the employees 
should not lose their jobs. We 
arranged that employees 
would go over to the other 
employers, paid by tliem. 
When approached by the 
union, as the government me¬ 
diator, Uiis IS what we advise." 

Amba Hotel Enterpnses 
presented a termination pro¬ 
posal, which was withdrawn 
and redrafted The incoming 
owners have put a cap of 
two-years salary as a settle¬ 
ment on any proposal, though 
Mr. Pontcilius concedes that 


perhaps tlie judge would nile 
for more, it is hard to know, 
as this sort of case has never 
come to court before. 

The workers were in¬ 
formed, in writing, of the 
hotel's closure date, hut the 
mediator's office reminds 
those involved tliat their 
salaries will not automatically 
stop at that tmie. Until an 
agi'eementis reached, it should 
continue. "This abmpt an¬ 
nouncement left, many of tlie 
employees upset and friAli¬ 
ened; they beheved their 
salaries would stop at that 
time. This is not tlie case Tliey 
are also qmte fiiglitened when 


bemg told a court and judge 
will decide on tiieir foture." 

Tlie legal representation a f 
their unions, and there are 
three involved in this case, 
informed them tliat according 
to the law; the new employers 
have tlie right to present all 
staff with a termination 
agreement, but conversely, 
the employees are not obli¬ 
gated by law to accept it. It 
was made very clear they 
have the legal right to turn it 
down. It IS at this point that 
paities would enter into ne¬ 
gotiations

However, Infinity View has 
made it very dear they wish 
to reopen the resort with a 
■dean sheet,' regarding staff, 
with no interest in sitting at 
the table, or considering any 
sort of negotiation. A number 
of the staff have already ac¬ 
cepted the agreement and 
tendered their resignation, as 
they report tliat tliey did not 
care for the way they have 
been treated regarding tlie sit¬ 
uation, and prefer to seek em¬ 
ployment elsewhere. 

"We should not forget that 
employees were convinced, 
because of laws passed in 
Parliament last year, tlieir 
jobs were guaranteed," ex¬ 
plained Mr Pontilius. 'That 
law is very strong, but it is 
about continuity. We do not 
have a new company coming 
la the staS will still be work¬ 
ing for Aruba Hotel Enter¬ 
prises. Tins makes the 
wurkers' case stronger, if they 
choose to fight it. Finally, a 
judge will decide.' 

Mr. Pontilius made it verv 
clear that the gov eminent has 
not the legal authority to 
force Infinity View to take a 
different course, and must re¬ 
main neutral regarding the 
outcome. 'We cannot force 
on any employer or em¬ 
ployee what they going to do 
Usually; at this point, we 
woul d m edi ate n ego ti ati o ns." 

Tlie government has de¬ 
finitively infonned the in¬ 
coming operators that they 
should recruit all personnel, 
both for the construction 
process and hotel staff, from 
the local labor pool. Pemiits 
for foreign wurkers will not 
be issued unless the govern¬ 
ment IS fully satisfied that 
every effort towards tlus was 
executed. Those who ac¬ 
cepted tlie termination agree¬ 
ment an d re SI gn e d were 
promised by the new opera¬ 
tors that they would receive 
first consideration when the 
new hotel was hinng, but tliat 
IS only a promise, and is not 
binding, niose who signed 
are warned to not rely on this 
outcome. 

"The major question is 
' Why do these new owners 
want to temiinate everyone, 
when you ai'e going to reopen 
your hotel in a short time?" 
asserts Mr. Pontilius. "You 
need three or four hundred 
people-why? Their lawyers 
are claiming the operation 
has p er formed v ery p o orly o f 
late, and they would prefer 
they have the right to select 
who tliey will need for a new 


operation. 

'If you ask me, it is a very 
weak argument,' he contin¬ 
ued 'Contrary to that we be¬ 
lieve that when you have 
employees with so many 
years of service and so much 
experience, it will greatly 
smooth tlie operation and 
changeover. That was tlie ex¬ 
perience at the F^.adlss□n and 
tlie Occidental" He conceded 
tliey are very likely looking 
at die bottom line of paying 
entry-level salaries to a new 
staff, rather than the lugh an¬ 
nuities earned by employees 
who have worked at the 
We still for decades, through 
several incarnations. "But 
even in this case, it is always 
passible to sit at tlie table and 
reach an agreement" he be¬ 
lieves. 

'Tlie question is, what will 
happen now'? Here we are In 
our conversations with tlie 
new buyers. Tliey have said 
tliere is no room to negotiate 
for anyone to stay on tlie j ob 
Tliey have been clear on tliat. 
I believe tliat tlie ones who 
are willing to take on tlie 
process in court will find tlie 
judge will not rule against 
tliem. Tlien again, there will 
be the situation where they 
will renovate tlie hotel, and 
hopefully, before they re¬ 
open, they will start calling 
tlie people back" 

He expressed that the de¬ 
sire of an employee to stay 
with a resort, and that sense 
of loyalty, dedication and 
pride with tlieir place of em¬ 
ployment is a vduable asset, 
winch should be encouraged 
and preserved.

"I want to congratulate 
President Pena Nieto on the 
outstanding efforts that he's

BRASILIA (AFP) - President Dilma Rousseff said Wednes¬ 
day Brazil's military coutd be deployed to provide secu¬ 
rity during the World Cup, if necessary, as the host 
country contends with a spate of violent protests. Rouss¬ 
eff, in a radio interview, said steps were being taken to 
improve security in the 12 cities where matches are 
scheduled to be held from June 12 to July 13. She in¬ 
sisted that fans, tourists, soccer teams and dignitaries 
expected to flock to Brazil for the World Cup play would 
be well protected. 'The federal police, the national public 
security force, the highway police - all these organs are 
ready and positioned to act within their areas of compe¬ 
tence," she said. Brazilian cities have been hit since last 
June by often violent protests - most recently one on 
February €, in which a television cameraman was killed. 
Rousseff said the vandalism that has often accompanied 
the protests were "inadmissible in a democratic country." 
Her government is working on a bill that would toughen 
penalties for acts of vandalism during the World Cup, and 
hie Brazilian Congress is debating a separate "anti^er- 
rorist" bill that also would stiffen sanctions.

KIEV (AFP) : Anti-government protesters who were 
wounded during Tuesday nighfs deadly clashes with 
riot police on Kiev's indepndence Square, rest yesterday 
in IVVkhaylo Gold Dome cathedral which was turned into 
a hospital. Anti-government protesters in Kiev braced 
yesterday for a fresh assault by riot police after a day 
of fierce clashes left at least 30 people dead in Ukraine's 
worst crisis since the collapse of the Soviet Union. A 
crackdown by Ukraine security forces on Tuesday trig¬ 
gered a storm of mternabonal condemnation, including 
talk of sanctions, and various embassies shutting down. 
Tuesday bloodshed came after some three months of 
mostly peaceful protests, which broke out after Presi¬ 
dent Viktor Yanukovych ditched a pact with the Euro¬ 
pean Union in favor of closer ties with former Soviet 
master Russia.

New York 'lone wolf 
terror plotter faces

NEW YORK (AFP) - A Mus¬ 
lim convert accused of plotting 
to bomb targets in New York 
and kill US soldiers pleaded

■city attorney's office said. 

Jose Pimentel, 29, a US cit¬ 
izen bom in the Dominican 
Republic, was arrested by 
New York police in November 
2011 and has been portrayed 
by officials as a "lone wolf“ 
teiTorist inspired by Al-Qaeda. 

He was initially indicted on 
five counts and could have 
been jailed for life if convicted 
faced He is now expected to 
face Id yeai's beliiud bars 
when sentenced on March 25. 

In pait of a plea agreement 
in which he forfeits the rights 
of appeal or review Pimentel 
said that he tried to make a 
pipe bomb in an attempt to 
force US troops out of Arab 
CDun tides. 

He was accused of plotting 
to bomb police cars and post 
offices and kill US servicemen 
returmng from Afghanistan

Terror¬ 
ism cases are usually prose¬ 
cuted m federal courts m tlie 
United States. 

However federal authorities 
declined to take on Pmientel's 
prosecution, leaving it to tlie 
New York district attorney's 
office to pursue. 

According to documents 
filed in court, Pimentel col¬ 
lected spare parts such as in¬ 
cendiary powder, pipes with 
drilled holes, electronic cir¬ 
cuits, clocks and nails to build 
pipe bombs.

- Use sunscreen with a sun protection factor (SPF) of at 
least 15. The higher the SPF, the better. Go for broad- 
spectrum sunscreens, which protect against harmful 
UVA and UV8 rays. Make sure the product is not past Its 
expiry date. Most sunscreens have a shelf life of two to 
three years. For Kids and babies choose sunscreens that 
are formulated for children and babies' skin, as these are 
less likely to irritate their skin. 

-Don't spend any longer in the sun than you would with¬ 
out sunscreen. Sunscreen should not be used as an ex¬ 
cuse to stay out in the sun. Instead, it offers protection 
when exposure is unavoidable. Spend time in the shade 
between 11am and 3pm, under umbrellas, trees, 
canopies or indoors. 

- Signs of heat exhaustion include faintness, dizziness, 
palpitations, nausea, headaches, low blood pressure, 
tiredness, confusion, loss of appetite and hallucinations. 
If this occurs, get to rest in a cool place, ideally a room 
with air conditioning. Drink plenty of water. Avoid alcohol 
or caffeine as this can increase levels of dehydration. 
Cool skin with cold water. Use a shower or cold hath to 
cool down or, if this is not possible, wet flannels and face 
cloths in water and apply to skin. Loosen any unneces¬ 
sary clothing and make sure that tyou get plenty of ven¬ 
tilation.

US renews 'Open Internet* push after court order 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators said Wednesday 
they would write new “open 
Internet" rules following a 
court ruling last month that 
stiTick down provisions aimed 
at bamng providers from play¬ 
ing favorites for online serv¬ 
ices. 

Federal Communications 
Commission of&cialssaid that 
even tliough the US appeals 
court invalidated tlie so-called 
"Net Neuti'ality'' rules, tlie de¬ 
cision provided a “blueprint" 
for a new set of regulations. 

"Preserving the Internet as 
an open platform for innova¬ 
tion and expression wliile pro - 
VI drug certainty and 
predictability in tlie market- 
pl ac e 1 s an imp oitant resp on sa - 
hility of tins agency," FCC 
chairman Tom Wheeler said in 
a statement 


The FCC said It \VQuld not 
appeal the January 14 ruling 
by the federal appeals court in 
Washington, but instead craft 
new niles winch aclneve the 
goals of equal treatment for 
services offered overtire Inter¬ 
net. 

Tlie "Net Neuti'ality" inles 
were aimed at preventing hig 
telecom operators from block- 
mg or slowing online offerings 
like Netflix or YouTube, while 
promoting services of their 
own paitners. 

The court decision was "an 
mvitation for tlie commission 
to act to preserve and protect a 
free and open Internet," a sen¬ 
ior FCC ofhcial told reporters 
m a telephone briefing. 

The official said the ruling 
gives tlie FCC tlie ability to 
devise new niles witli a more 
solid legal foundation, which 


guarantee equal access for so- 
called "edge providers" like 
Netflix. 

The court used a narrow 
legal justification for striking 
down the JO IQ rules, saying 
tlie FCC court not regulate 
broadband providers like Veri¬ 
zon and AT&T as "common 
caiTiers" or public utilities. 

But Wheeler said tlie court 
affirmed the agency's "legal 
autlionty to issue enforceable 
mles oftheroad to preseive in¬ 
ternet fieedom and openness" 

"We now have fi'om the DC 
Circuit (couit) a blueprint for 
effective action," the senior 
FCC official said. 

Verizon, winch brouglil the 
lawsuit against the FCC, will 
not app eal the mling eitlier., a 
source familiar with tlie matter 
said 

Asked about the FCC initia¬ 


tive, Verizon spokesman Ed 
McFadden said in an email, 
"Verizon remains committed to 
an open Internet that provides 
consumers with competitive 
choices and unblocked access 
to lawful websites and content

Amsterdam to invest 
€90m in new bike 
parking spaces 


THE HAGUE -The Ajnster- 
danv area authorities ai'e to in¬ 
vest €h]0m m improving 
facilities for 'Cyclists, ofwtiicti 
€90m will be spent an 4 D,DQO 
new bike parking places. 

Tlie use of bikes in the 
Dutch capital has gone up by 
more tlian 40% over the past 
20 years, the city council says. 
This meaus narrow bike lanes 
are having to accommodate an 
increasing volume of bike traf¬ 
fic and overcrowded bike 
racks aie 'beginning to affect 
accessibility'. 

The city has now decided to 
speed up the introduction of 
measures to help cyclists. 
Tliese include looking into 


'green waves' for cyclists at 
traffic lights to improve the 
flow of cycle traffic, providing 
cyclists with extra space at 
crossings and tire appointment 
of an official responsible for 
coordinating the removal of 
disused bikes. 

These plans come on top of 
plans to increase the number 
of bike parking places by 
40,000 and add a further 17 
km of new bike lanes. 

The council is also planning 
a 'large-scale dnve' to remove 
disused bikes from cycle ra^cks 
and is looking into the intro¬ 
duction of maximum permit¬ 
ted times at cycle pai'bng 
sp aces. 


ATMs raise Bitcoin 
profile, concerns 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Even if you aren't sure what a 
Bitcoin is, you may soon find 
tliem at a nearby maclnne. 

The first Bitcoin ATMs are 
cropping up m North America, 
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enabling consumers to swap 
cash for umts of the crypto- 
curren'cy, or cash in ffieir Bit- 
coins. ATMs are coming in 
Europe and Asia as well. 

The machines could allow 
Bitcoins, generated by a com¬ 
plex computer algoritlim de¬ 
signed in 3009, to move out of 
the realm of geeks to the 
broader public 

Robocoin provides the hard¬ 
ware, made in the United 
States, to local operators, who 
must get ceitihcation firom 
state and federal authorities 
and comply with anti-money 
laundering lules. 

Operators ar ound the world 
will also need certification in 
the countries where tliey oper¬ 
ate, Kelley said. 


Talks to end Panama canal 
expansion row hit new snag 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - Ne- 
g oti ati ons to end a row that has 
stopped work on tlie Panama 
Canal expansion have Int “se- 
nous disagreements," the canal 
admimstrator has said. 

Work has been suspended 
for two weeks, as the main 
contractor, the GUPC consor¬ 
tium led by Spanish group 
Sacyr, and the canal admims- 
trator fight over who should 
pay 11.6 billion in cost over¬ 
runs. 

" Wlnle last week the parties 
seemed to have reconciled 
their positions on different 
points of the discussions, at tlie 


point of putting these rap¬ 
prochements down on paper, 
serious disagreements ap¬ 
peared," tlie Panama Canal 
Authority said Tuesday 
evening 

GUPC wants Panama to add 
the sum to the initial contract 
fee of $3.3 btUion, saying un¬ 
foreseen geological difficulhes 
forced tliem to spend much 
more on cement tlian expected. 
They say Uiat tliey based their 
estimates on data provided by 
the Canal Autliority that were 
incorrect.

The canal expansion is one 
of tlie world's most ambitious 
civil engineering projects and 
aims to widen die canal to ac¬ 
commodate massive cargo 
ships. The project was due to 
be completed next year. 

The original canal, built by 
the Umted States mosdy with 
workers brought in firom the 
Caiibbean, was opened in 
1914, and now handles five 
percent of global seaborne 
trade. 


IMF urges stronger growth 
efforts from G20 economies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
IMF on Wednesday called for 
the Group of 20 to boost 
gro wtli, warning o f risks to the 
global economy, from defla- 
tiQii in Europe to lugli volatil¬ 
ity in emerging economies 

The International Monetary 
Fund said advanced 
economies, which include 
most of the G3Q, are shll lead¬ 
ing a pickup m economic 
growth overall around the 
world. 

But it said more coordinated 
work IS needed to keep output 
expanding and boost demand, as 
the world economy still strug¬ 
gles to leave behind the financiai 
cnsis tliat began in 200S. 

"Therecovery has been dis¬ 
appointing, wiffi G2Q output 
still below 1 onger-teim trend," 
the IMF said in a report aliead 
of a meeting of G20 finance 
mimsters and central bankers 
m Sydney begmmng Saturday. 

"Joint action is needed to 
boost output and to lower 
global risks substantially 
tlirough more balanced 
growth." 

Despite the eruption of 
more financial turmoil in 
emerging-market economies 
last month, tlie IMF stuck to 
its forecast of the world's 
economy expanding 3.7 per¬ 



cent tliis year, after a 3.0 per¬ 
cent pace m 3013. 

It said it was assuming that 
the volatility that has un¬ 
nerved emerging economic 
powers like Indonesia, Brazil 
and South Africa would be 
short-lived 

But It suggested that also 
depended upon furtlier re- 
fonns m those economies as 
well as more work to ho ost de¬ 
mand m advanced countries. 

"The recovery is still weak 
and significant downside nsks 
remain," th& Fund said, citing 
capital outflows, higher inter¬ 
est rates, and shai’p cuiTency 
depreciation in emerging 
economies as a "key concern". 

It said ffiat lighter financial 
conditions globally, led by the 
US Federal Preserve's "taper¬ 
ing" of its stimulus, could fur¬ 
ther undercut growth in a 
number of counti’ies 

In addition, extremely low 
inflation in Europe has the IMF 
worried about how an unantic¬ 
ipated shock to the economy 


could push the region into de¬ 
flation, reversing many of the 
gains of the past yeai: 

"The euro area is turning the 
corner from recession to a 
weak recovery that remains 
uneven and fragile," it said. 

It said that advanced 
economies need to maintain 
easy-money policies to keep 
boosting demand and enable 
government to improve their 
fiscal balances. 

Facing tighter monetary 
conditions, emerging 

economies meanwhile need to 
do more work on their own 
economic policies and man¬ 
agement to build their credi¬ 
bility with markets. 

The IMF added, too, tliat ad¬ 
vanced economy central tanks 
in the process of pulling back 
firom, crisis-era monetary po¬ 
lices, like the Fed wiffi its 
huge stimulus program, could 
do well to better coordinate 
and commumcale their actions 
to reduce the shock effect on 
the rest of the world
